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PRIESTHOOD 


rpHE  Aaronic  Priesthood  was  restored  in  May  1829.  The  Melchizedek 
Priesthood    was    restored    in    June,    1829.   As   we    commemorate   the 
Restoration  of  these  Priesthoods,  may  we   realize  the  great  responsibility 
and  honour  that  comes  to  those  who  receive  the  Priesthood. 

Priesthood  is  Power,  Authority  from  God  to  administer  and  officiate 
in  His  Kingdom.  This  Authority  can  only  be  controlled  on  principles  of 
righteousness.  I  quote  from  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants  Section  121  verses 
36-46. 

"That  the  rights  of  the  priesthood  are  inseparably  connected  with  the 
powers  of  heaven,  and  that  the  powers  of  heaven  cannot  be  controlled  nor 
handled  only  upon  the  principles  of  righteousness.  That  they  may  be  con- 
ferred upon  us,  it  is  true;  but  when  we  undertake  to  cover  our  sins,  or  to 
gratify  our  pride,  our  vain  ambition,  or  to  exercise  control  or  dominion  or 
compulsion  upon  the  souls  of  the  children  of  men,  in  any  degree  of  unright- 
eousness, behold,  the  heavens  withdraw  themselves;  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
is  grieved;  and  when  it  is  withdrawn,  Amen  to  the  priesthood  or  the  autho- 
rity of  that  man.  Behold,  ere  he  is  aware,  he  is  left  unto  himself,  to  kick 
against  the  pricks,  to  persecute  the  saints,  and  to  fight  against  God.  We 
have  learned  by  sad  experience  that  it  is  the  nature  and  disposition  of 
almost  all  men,  as  soon  as  they  get  a  little  authority,  as  they  suppose,  they 
will  immediately  begin  to  exercise  unrighteous  dominion.  Hence  many  are 
called,  but  few  are  chosen.  No  power  or  influence  can  or  ought  to  be 
maintained  by  virtue  of  the  priesthood,  only  by  persuasion,  by  long-suffer- 
ing, by  gentleness  and  meekness,  and  by  love  unfeigned;  By  kindness,  and 
pure  knowledge,  which  shall  enlarge  the  soul  without  hypocrisy,  and 
without  guile  —  Reproving  betimes  with  sharpness,  when  moved  upon  by 
the  Holy  Ghost;  and  then  showing  forth  afterwards  an  increase  of  love 
toward  him  whom  thou  hast  reproved,  lest  he  esteem  thee  to  be  his 
enemy;  That  he  may  know  that  thy  faithfulness  is  stronger  than  the  cords 
of  death.  Let  thy  bowels  also  be  full  of  charity  towards  all  men,  and  to 
the  household  of  faith,  and  let  virtue  garnish  thy  thoughts  unceasingly; 
then  shall  thy  confidence  wax  strong  in  the  presence  of  God;  and  the 
doctrine  of  the  priesthood  shall  distil  upon  thy  soul  as  the  dews  from 
heaven.  The  Holy  Ghost  shall  be  thy  constant  companion,  and  thy  scepter 
an  unchanging  scepter  of  righteousness  and  truth;  and  thy  dominion  shall 
be  an  everlasting  dominion,  and  without  compulsory  means  it  shall  flow 
unto  thee  forever  and  ever." 

May  we  have  the  faith  and  the  humility  to  follow  this  counsel.

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The  Right  and  Authority 
of  the  Priesthood

Editor's  Note:  The  following  is  President  McKay's  address  at  the 
Priesthood  session  of  General  Conference,  October  1965,  reprinted  with 
President  McKay's  permission. 

T>RETHREN,  this  is  a  glorious  hour,  not  only  for  those  of  us  who  are 
■*-*  assembled    here,    but   for   those   who   are   assembled    in   four  hundred 

other  places,  all  holding  the  priesthood.  All  are  under  obligation  to  set  a 

proper  example,  especially  in  the  work  of  youth. 

Authority,  Divine  and  Human 

Priesthood  is  inherent  in  the  Godhead.  It  is  authority  and  power 
which  has  its  source  only  in  the  Eternal  Father  and  his  Son  Jesus  Christ. 
If  we  appoint  a  member  in  a  business  concern,  we  give  him  our  authority 
as  voice  to  do  the  right  thing  as  a  representative,  and  what  he  does  we 
are  bound  to  uphold.  We  speak  of  certain  powers  and  prerogatives  posses- 
sed by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  of  rights  and  privileges  vested 
in  Congress,  of  power  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States; 
and  the  source  of  such  authority  we  can  easily  comprehend.  Ultimately 
the  origin  centres  in  the  people  as  an  organized  body.  There  is  no  man 
living,  or  who  has  lived,  who  has  the  right  to  assume  the  right  and  au- 
thority of  the  priesthood. 

In  seeking  the  source  of  the  priesthood,  however,  we  can  conceive 
of  no  condition  beyond  God  himself.  In  him  it  centres.  From  him  it  must 
emanate.  Priesthood,  being  thus  inherent  in  the  Father,  it  follows  that 
He  alone  can  give  it  to  another.  Priesthood,  therefore,  as  held  by  man. 
must  ever  be  delegated  by  authority.  There  never  has  been  a  human  being 
in  the  world  who  had  the  right  to  arrogate  to  himself  the  power  and 
authority  of  the  priesthood.  There  have  been  some  who  would  arrogate 
to  themselves  that  right,  but  the  Lord  had  never  recognized  it.  As  an 
ambassador  from  any  government  exercises  only  that  authority  which  has 
been  given  him  by  his  government,  so  a  man  who  is  authorized  to  repre- 
sent Deity  does  so  only  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and  rights  delegated  to 
him.  However,  when  such  authority  is  given,  it  carries,  within  limitations, 
all  the  privileges  of  a  power  of  attorney,  by  which  one  is  empowered  by 
another  to  act  in  another's  stead.  All  official  action  performed  in  accor- 
dance with  such  power  of  attorney  is  as  binding  as  if  the  person  himself 
has  performed  it. 

Power  Manifest  In  the  Lives  of  Men 

We  can  conceive  of  the  power  of  the  priesthood  as  being  potentially 
existent  as  an  impounded  reservoir  of  water.  Such  power  becomes  dynamic 
and  productive  of  good  only  when  the  liberated  force  becomes  active  in 
valleys,  fields,  gardens,  and  happy  homes.  So  the  priesthood,  as  related 
to  humanity,  is  a  principle  of  power  only  as  it  becomes  active  in  the 
lives  of  men,  turning  their  hearts  and  desires  toward  God  and  prompting 
service  to  their  fellowmen. 

Strictly  speaking,  priesthood  as  delegated  power  is  an  individual  ac- 
quirement. However,  by  divine  decree  men  who  are  appointed  to  serve 
in  particular  offices  in  the  Priesthood  —  unite  in  quorums.  Thus,  this 
power  finds  expression  through  groups  as  well  as  in  individuals.  The 
quorum  is  the  opportunity  for  men  of  like  aspirations  to  know  to  love, 
and  to  aid  one  another.  "To  live  is  not  to  live  for  one's  self  alone." 
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There  are  two  conditions  which  should  always  be  considered  when 
the  priesthood  is  conferred.  The  first  of  these  is  the  individual's  worthi- 
ness to  receive  it.  The  second  is  the  service  which  he  can  render  to  the 
Church  and  to  his  fellowmen. 

The  Creator,  the  Source  of  Power 

Recognizing  the  fact  that  the  Creator  is  the  eternal  and  everlasting 
source  of  this  power,  that  he  alone  can  direct  it,  and  that  to  possess  it  is 
to  have  the  right,  as  an  authorized  representative,  of  direct  communion 
with  God,  how  reasonable  yet  sublime  are  the  privileges  and  blessings 
made  possible  of  attainment  through  the  possession  of  the  power  and 
authority  of  the  Melchizedek  Priesthood  —  they  are  the  most  glorious 
that  the  human  mind  can  contemplate. 

Priesthood,  Never  Failing  Source  of  Happiness 

A  man  who  is  thus  in  communion  with  his  God  will  find  his  life 
sweetened,  his  discernment  sharpened  to  decide  quickly  between  right 
and  wrong,  his  feeling  tender  and  compassionate,  yet  his  spirit  strong 
and  valiant  in  defence  of  right;  he  will  find  the  priesthood  a  never  failing 
source  of  happiness  —  a  well  of  living  water  springing  up  unto  eternal 
life. 

Priesthood  Direct  from  God 

You  who  have  the  priesthood  are  his  servants  by  divine  right.  I  know 
the  world  thinks  we  are  unreasonable,  fantastic  in  our  ideas  when  we  tell 
them  there  is  no  other  authorized  church,  but  that  is  true.  The  priesthood 
came  direct  from  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  the  great 
High  Priest;  and  He  authorized  Peter,  James,  and  John,  on  whom  He 
bestowed  that  priesthood,  to  bestow  it  upon  Joseph  Smith.  And  you 
brethren  —  seventy  thousand  on  the  air  who  hear  my  voice,  and  everyone 
present  —  can  trace  your  ordination  probably  within  five  steps  right  back 
to  the  Saviour  himself. 

If  the  representative  of  our  Father  in  Heaven  will  live  close  to  him, 
try  to  be  true  representatives,  the  Lord  will  guide  them  in  their  work. 
The  priesthood,  though,  may  be  given  to  those  who  disregard  it,  who 
fail  to  be  true  representatives;  and  when  such  is  the  case,  ".  .  .  Amen 
to  the  priesthood  or  the  authority  of  that  man." 

"Behold,  ere  he  is  aware,  he  is  left  unto  himself,  to  kick  against  the 
pricks,  to  persecute  the  saints,  and  to  fight  against  God''  (D  &  C  121:37-38), 
and  to  apostatize  from  the  Church.  The  only  way  we  can  keep  the  priest- 
hood and  keep  in  touch  with  the  Holy  Spirit,  the  only  way  we  can  be  true 
representatives,  is  to  live  up  to  the  ideals  of  the  Church  which  bears  his 
name. 

Mightiest  Force  in  the  World 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  is  the  mightiest  force  in  the  world,  but 
you  and  your  companions  constitute  the  source  of  that  force.  The  Lord 
cannot  use  his  quorums  without  you;  and  everyone  has  the  responsibility 
of  doing  his  best  to  maintain  the  standards  of  the  Church.  Our  boys  and 
girls  in  high  schools,  in  junior  college,  in  universities  need  our  help.  Their 
parents  need  our  help.  It  is  time  now  to  put  forth  extra  effort  to  know 
the  difference  between  right  and  wrong.  We  are  facing  conditions  in  the 
world  which  demand  the  highest  intelligence,  the  deepest  spirituality,  the 
greatest  effort  that  the  priesthood  of  God  can  possibly  put  forth. 

To  guide  people  over  whom  you  preside 

Oh  my  brethren,  presidents  of  stakes,  bishops  of  wards,  God  bless 
you  in  your  leadership,  in  your  responsibility  to  guide,  to  bless,  to  com- 
fort the  people  over  whom  you  have  been  appointed  to  preside.  Lead 
them  to  come  to  you,  if  necessary,  in  confession.  Guide  them  to  go  to  the 
Lord  and  seek  inspiration  so  to  live  that  they  may  rise  above  the  low 
and  the  mean  and  live  in  the  spiritual  realm. 
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Recognize  those  who  preside  over  you,  and  when  necessary,  seek  their 
advice.  The  Saviour  himself  recognized  his  authority  on  earth.  You  wdl 
remember  the  experience  that  Paul  had  just  as  he  nearcd  Damascus  with 
papers  in  his  pocket  to  arrest  all  who  believed  in  Jesus  Christ.  A  light 
suddenly  shone  about  him,  and  he  heard  a  voice  saying,  "Saul,  Saul,  why 
persecutest  thou  me.'*' 

And  Saul  said:  ".  .  .  what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  do?"  The  Lord 
answered,  ".  .  .  go  into  the  city,  and  it  shall  be  told  thee  what  thou  must 
do.''  (Acts  9:4,  6.)  He  could  have  told  Saul  in  a  few  words  what  he  should 
do,  but  there  was  a  branch  of  the  Church  in  Damascus,  presided  over  by 
a  humble  man  named  Ananias,  and  Jesus  recognized  that  authority.  He 
knew  Saul's  nature.  He  knew  that  in  the  future  it  would  be  difficult  for 
Saul  to  recognize  the  authority  of  the  Church,  as  instances  later  proved. 
Saul  had  to  receive  from  the  very  man  whom  he  was  going  to  arrest  instruc- 
tions regarding  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Recognize  the  Bishop 

Here  is  a  lesson  for  all  of  us  in  this  Church.  Let  us,  too,  recognize 
the  local  authority.  The  bishop  may  be  a  humble  man.  Some  of  you  may 
think  you  are  superior  to  him,  and  you  may  be  ,but  he  is  given  authority 
direct  from  our  Father  in  Heaven.  You  recognize  it.  Seek  his  advice,  the 
advice  of  your  stake  president.  If  they  cannot  answer  your  difficulties  or 
your  problems,  they  will  write  to  the  General  Authorities  and  get  the 
advice  needed.  Recognition  of  authority  is  an  important  principle. 

I  pray  that  we  may  be  blessed  with  the  spirit  of  humility,  blessed  with 
the  spirit  and  desire  to  be  one  in  all  things  relating  to  the  welfare  and 
advancement  of  the  kingdom  of  God.  We  can  do  that  by  sustaining  the 
authority  which  is  always  delegated,  you  remember;  and  when  it  is  rightly 
delegated  you  will  be  able  to  go  to  the  source,  which  is  God,  in  whom 
is  inherent  the  authority  of  the  Holy  Priesthood. 

Assist  the  Weak 

God  bless  the  men  who  find  and  assist  those  who  are  too  weak  to  be 
true  to  the  priesthood!  I  hope  you  got  the  message  given  here  tonight  by 
Brother  Isaacson,  especially  concerning  the  young  men  who  are  inclined 
to  join  in  social  activities  and  aspirations  of  other  young  men.  Do  not 
deceive  yourself  that  you  can  tamper  with  whiskey  or  cigarettes  things 
forbidden  by  the  Lord,  and  which  if  indulged  in,  will  lead  you  away  from 
the  power  which  you  have  been  given  by  those  authorities  who  hold  the 
priesthood. 

I  am  glad  to  see  these  young  men  here  this  night.  They  are  here  by 
the  hundreds,  and  as  some  came  in  I  said,  "Are  you  going  to  the  priest- 
hood meeting?"  and  they  answered,  "Yes,  we  are  going  to  the  priesthood 
meeting."  They  are  proud  of  it.  God  bless  them  that  they  may  be  true 
to  the  ideals  of  the  priesthood  and  never  hesitate  to  say  "no"  to  anybody 
who  tells  them,  "Oh,  indulge  just  a   little;   it  will  be  all  right." 

Be  True  to  Ideals  of  the  Priesthood 

God  help  us  all  to  be  true  to  the  ideals  of  the  priesthood  —  Aaronic 
and  Melchizedek.  It  is  a  sobering  thought  to  think  what  this  great  bod\ 
of  bearers  of  the  priesthood  can  do  to  stir  the  people  to  acts  of  honesty, 
truthfulness;  stir  them  so  that  they  will  become  examples  to  the  world. 
We  have  that  right  and  that  inspiration! 

God  help  us  to  magnify  our  calling,  and  to  set  a  proper  example  to 
the  other  men  of  the  world  who  think  that  they  are  better  than  the  humble 
men  who,  by  right  of  that  delegation  and  ordination,  hold  the  right  and 
power  to  instruct  all  men  —  not  members  in  this  Church  alone,  but  all 
men  —  to  live  higher  and  better  lives  than  they  have  ever  lived  before: 
to  help  them  all  to  be  better  husbands,  better  neighbours,  better  leaders, 
under  all  conditions,  I  pray  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ.     Amen.

Sister  Anna   Shelver 

T3ECENTLY  President  Snow  received  two  letters  about  the  Shelver 
-*-*  family  from  missionaries  in  the  Queenstown  area.  The  letters  tell  a 
remarkable  story  of  faith  and  devotion.  Elder  Robert  K.  Anger  wrote: 

"I  received  one  of  the  greatest  rewards  or  payments  that  I  have 
ever  received  this  week.  I  don't  know  if  you  remember  the  Shelver 
family  from  Queenstown  or  not,  but  they  are  the  family  which  we 
found  still  living  true  to  the  faith  without  coming  in  contact  with  the 
church  for  about  eight  years.  Anyway,  he  has  a  mother  81  years 
young  who  is  also  a  member  of  the  Church,  but  she  lives  on  a  farm 
near  Bedford.  So  we  decided  we  would  hold  a  meeting  with  them. 
We  arose  about  5  a.m.  Sunday  morning  and  travelled  to  the  farm 
which  is  in  the  tops  of  the  mountains,  and  I  really  mean  the  tops 
of  the  mountains.  Man,  it  was  really  beautiful.  But  there  under  these 
humbling  conditions  we  held  a  Sunday  School  in  a  home  without 
electricity.  President,  I'll  never  forget  nor  would  I  trade  my  feeling 
I  received  as  the  sacrament  was  being  passed  or  the  joy  I  felt  in  my 
heart  as  Elder  Hemming  was  speaking  about  Christ's  visit  to  America 
and  seeing  the  tears  running  down  the  face  of  the  little  old  lady. 
President,  she  is  something  really  remarkable  she  became  converted 
when  she  received  the  Book  of  Mormon  in  the  mail  in  answer  to  a 
prayer.  She  was  never  really  taught  the  Gospel  but  in  34  years,  she 
has  not  missed  sending  her  tithing  and  building  fund  first  to  Cape 
Town  and  now  East  London,  although  she  has  never  been  to  a  Branch 
Meeting." 

Elder  Paul  van  Uitert  later  wrote  a  more  complete  account  of  Sister 
Shelver 's  story: 

"Anna  Aletta  Sophia  Viljoen  Shelver  was  born  on  the  30th  of 
March,  1885.  As  a  young  girl  she  lived  right  in  the  middle  of  the 
Boer  War.  She  remembers  watching  the  fighting  between  the  two 
groups.  As  she  and  her  family  were  working  in  the  fields  it  wasn't 
uncommon  to  see  shells  being  fired  overhead.  She  mentioned  that  her 
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lather  had  a  hard  time  keeping  his  fences  up  because  the  soldiers 
would  steal  the  wood  poles  to  make  fires  for  warmth  and  cooking. 
Her  husband.  Alfred  Mezekiah  Shelver  was  one  of  the  soldiers.  They 
were  married  in  the  East  Cape  on  the  15th  of  August.  1904. 

"Her  married  life  was  not  an  easy  one  .From  the  East  (ape 
they  moved  to  Rhodesia  (around  Gwelo)  when  Rhodesia  was  yet  a 
young  country.  She  recalls  the  small  mud  hut  which  they  made  for 
them  to  live  in.  All  the  cooking  was  done  in  an  old  black  pot  belly 
stove  which  was  placed  under  a  tree  in  front  of  the  hut.  She  smiled 
as  she  told  us  about  the  long  donkey  rides  into  town  for  supplies. 
Although  she  was  often  left  alone  with  the  children  she  never  learned 
how  to  use  a  gun.  She  didn't  like  to  milk  cows  either.  Once  while 
her  husband  was  away,  the  family  went  without  milk  because  no 
matter  how  hard  she  tried  she  just  couldn't  get  any  milk  out  of  the 
cows. 

"The  family  moved  back  to  South  Africa  and  settled  on  a  farm 
in  Molteno,  Cape.  She  took  the  children,  all  13  of  them,  to  school 
every  day  by  ox  cart.  Upon  returning  home  she  had  the  chores  to  do 
which  consisted  of  carrying  enough  water  from  a  stream  over  a  mile 
from  the  house  to  do  all  the  washing  of  clothes  and  dishes  and  13 
dirty  children  before  bed.  All  her  work  was  done  by  herself,  she  had 
no  hired  help. 

"As  the  children  grew  older,  she  wanted  to  have  them  christened 
but  her  husband  wouldn't  allow  it  because  he  wanted  them  to  be 
"baptized  like  Jesus  was."  He  assured  her  that  the  Lord  would  provide 
a  way  that  the  children  could  be  baptized.  Sister  Shelver  spent  many 
hours  in  prayer  asking  that  the  Lord  would  show  them  the  way.  She 
spent  one  whole  night  in  prayer  for  guidance  and  the  next  day  she 
received  a  "Mormon  Book"  from  her  sister  in  Gwelo.  After  she  and 
her  husband  read  the  book,  they  knew  that  this  was  the  answer  to 
their  prayers.  The  same  day  her  husband  sent  for  the  Elders.  On  the 
15th  of  February  1931,  after  a  night  of  explanation  about  the  Church. 
Elders  Wilson,  Smith,  and  Evans  baptized  Brother  and  Sister  Shelver 
and  the  children. 

"Since  that  time  the  children  have  married  and  have  families  of 
their  own.  Brother  Shelver  died  in  1955.  Sister  Shelver  hasn't  missed 
one  month  since  her  baptism  of  sending  her  tithing  and  building 
fund  to  the  Church.  She  has  contributed  to  the  building  of  two  chapels 
in  South  Africa,  the  Springs  chapel  and  the  East  London  Chapel.  She 
told  about  the  time  that  she  was  working  in  one  of  the  schools  and 
received  15  shillings  a  month  for  her  labours.  On  the  first  of  every 
month  she  would  send  that  15  shillings  to  the  Church  for  her  tithing. 

"Sister  Shelver  is  now  living  on  a  farm  with  her  son  near  Bed- 
ford, Cape.  In  her  35  years  of  Church  membership  she  has  never  seen 
one  of  the  Mormon  Chapels." 

In  the  March  1931  issue  of  the  official  publication  of  the  South  African 
Mission,  then  called  the  "Cumorah's  Southern  Cross,"  in  the  report  from 
the  East  London  District  is  the  following  entry: 

"East  London  District  membership  increased  fourteen,  last  month, 
when  Brother  and  Sister  Shelver  and  five  sons  and  five  daughters  were 
baptized  and  two  other  children  blessed  by  Elder  T.  Y.  Wilson.  R.  J. 
Evans  and  J.  G.  Smith,  February  15.  at  Cypergat.  Following  the 
baptismal  service.  Brother  and  Sister  Shelver  and  family  were  con- 
firmed in  their  own  home  and  testimonies  borne;  at  this  meeting  the 
two  younger  children  of  Brother  and  Sister  Shelver  were  blessed  by 
Elders  Wilson  and  Evans.  An  inspiring  meeting  was  held  in  the  even- 
ing with  all  the  family  present,  at  which  the  three  elders  spoke.  Brother 
and  Sister  Shelver  very  kindly  accommodated  the  elders  during  their 
one-day  stay  at  Cypergat.'' 
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THE  PRIESTHOOD  AND  YOUTH 

The  Power  of  the  Priesthood 
in  the  lives  of  men

rpHE  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  inquired  of  the  Lord  and  received  on  Sep- 
-*-  tember  22  and  23,  1832,  one  of  the  great  revelations  on  priesthood, 
now  known  as  Section  84  of  the  Doctrine  and  Covenants.  After  discussing 
the  history  and  offices  of  the  two  divisions  of  the  priesthood,  the  Aaronic 
and  Melchizedek,  the  revelation  continues: 

For  whoso  is  faithful  unto  the  obtaining  these  two  priesthoods  of 
which  I  have  spoken,  and  the  magnifying  their  calling,  are  sanctified 
by  the  Spirit  unto  the  renewing  of  their  bodies. 
They  become  the  sons  of  Moses  and  of  Aaron  and  the  seed  of  Abra- 
ham, and  the  church  and  kingdom,  and  the  elect  of  God. 
And  also  all  they  who  receive  this  priesthood  receive  me,  saith  the 
Lord. 

For  he  that  receiveth  my  servants  receiveth  me; 
And  he  that  receiveth  me  receiveth  my  Father; 

And    he    that    receiveth    my   Father   receiveth    my   Father's    kingdom: 
therefore  all  that  my  Father  hath  shall  be  given  unto  him. 
And  this  is  according  to  the  oath  and  covenant  which  belongeth  to 
the  priesthood. 

Therefore,  all  those  who  receive  the  priesthood,  receive  this  oath  and 
covenant  of  my  Father,  which  he  cannot  break,  neither  can  it  be 
moved. 

These  words  clearly  refer  to  the  covenant  which  the  Lord  makes  with 
all  those  who  received  the  priesthood  worthily  and  who  attempt  to  magnify 
it  in  their  daily  lives. 

A  covenant  must  involve  two  persons  —  in  this  instance,  God  and 
man.  Both  parties  have  an  obligation  to  make  the  covenant  effective.  This 
principle  is  in  full  operation  in  the  oath  and  covenant  of  the  priesthood. 
He  who  receives  the  priesthood  covenants  is  to  magnify  his  calling.  This 
makes  the  covenant  valid.  However,  this  fact  is  too  often  forgotten.  A 
man  who  receives  the  priesthood  and  then  fails  to  use  it  is  a  covenant 
breaker  subject  to  punishment. 

But  whoso  breaketh  this  covenant  after  he  hath  received  it,  and  al- 
together turneth  therefrom,  shall  not  have  forgiveness  of  sins  in  this 
world  nor  in  the  world  to  come. 

This  makes  it  a  most  serious  offence  to  dishonour  the  priesthood  by 
not  using  it  in  the  building  of  the  Lord's  latter-day  kingdom. 

The  Lord  promises  a  great  blessing  to  him  who  magnifies  the  priest- 
hood he  bears.  Said  He:  "All  my  Father  hath  shall  be  given  unto  him." 
The  man,  in  turn,  when  he  receives  the  priesthood,  promises  that  he  will 
honour  and  magnify  it. 

How  does  a  young  man  magnify  the  priesthood  which  he  holds: 

1.  When  he  is  teachable.  He  should  be  willing  to  learn  from  his 
parents,  teachers  of  truth  everywhere,  church  leaders,  and  the 
scriptures. 

2.  When  he  is  humble.  Pray  to  have  the  power  to  resist  such  things 
as  false  pride,  boastfulness,  self  aggrandizement,  and  arrogance. 

3.  When  he  lives  at  peace  and  harmony  with  his  family. 

4.  When   he    prepares   himself   to    go   on   a    mission. 

5.  When  he  goes  to  the  temple  to  be  married  or  to  do  work  for  his 
kindred  dead. 
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6.  When   he  serves  the  Church   in   priesthood   and  auxiliary  organi- 
zations,  in  the  welfare   programme,  and  many  others. 

7.  When   he   sustains   and   supports   those   in   authority  leaders   in 
wards    and    stakes   and    general    church    leaders. 

8.  When    he   keeps   his   body   and   mind   clean   so   that   the  spirit   of 
God  can  dwell  in  his  heart. 

9.  When  he  deals  in  a  straight-forward  manner  with  all  men. 
10.    When  he  keeps  hate  out  of  his  life. 

1  I.    When  he  forgives  all  men. 

12.  When   he  helps  others;    i.e.,  widows,  fatherless,  those  in   trouble 

13.  When  he  is  kind,  thoughtful,  and  gentle. 

14.  When  he  so  lives  that  the  total  pattern  of  his  life  is  in  harmony 
with  the  will  and  commandments  of  God. 

President  Brigham  Young  recognized  the  strength  and  power  of  the 
priesthood.  From  his  Discourses,  I  leave  you  these  terse  statements  from 
some  of  his  sermons: 

When  the  Holy  Priesthood  is  upon  the  earth  and  the  fulness  of  the 
Kingdom  of  God  has  come  to  the  people,  it  requires  a  strict  obedience 
to  every  point  of  law  and  doctrine  and  to  every  ordinance  which  the 
Lord  reveals. 

(Discourses  of  Brigham  Young,  Vol.  10:286) 

It  is  the  privilege  of  every  person  who  is  faithful  to  the  Priesthood 
to  live  upon  the  earth  until  their  appointed  time;  and  they  may  know, 
see,  and  understand,  by  revelation,  the  things  of  God  just  as  naturally 
as  we  understand  natural  things  that  are  around  us. 

(Discourses  of  Brigham  Young,  Vol.  3:192-193) 

There  is  no  act  of  Latter-day  Saints,  no  duty  required,  nor  time  given, 
exclusive  and  independent  of  the  Priesthood.  Everything  is  subject 
to  it,  whether  preaching,  business,  or  any  other  act  pertaining  to  the 
proper  conduct  of  this  life. 

(Discourses  of  Brigham  Young,  Vol.  7:66)

A    New   General 
Authority 

ri^HE  First  Persidency  has  named  James  Alfred  Cullimore.  prominent 
-*-  Church  leader  and  business  executive  from  Oklahoma  City  Oklahoma, 
to  be  a  new  Assistant  to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve. 

Elder  Cullimore  was  sustained  in  this  position  at  the  opening  session 
of  the  136th  Annual  General  Conference  in  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle 
on  Temple  Square. 

The  new  Assistant  was  appointed  following  the  elevation  of  Pres. 
Thorpe  B.  Isaacson  from  the  Assistants  to  the  First  Presidency  at  last 
October's  semi-annual  General  Conference.  There  are  again  12  Assistants 
to  the  Council  of  Twelve. 

His  executive  ability  has  been  manifest  in  long  years  of  business  in 
Oklahoma  where  he  has  established  one  of  the  largest  furniture  firms  in 
the  state  during  the  past  20  years.  Before  that,  he  had  been  associated 
with  Gimble  Brothers  of  New  York  City  and  Mandel  Brothers  in  Chicago 
between  1932  and  1946.  He  has  received  different  awards  as  an  outstanding 
furniture  retailer. 

Other  recognition  has  been  given  to  Elder  Cullimore  by  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  in  Oklahoma  City  and  the  Lions  Club.  He  has  been  past 
director  of  the  Better  Business  Bureau  and  in  1959  was  given  the  Award 
of  Merit  by  "Furniture  World"  magazine  as  the  outstanding  furniture 
retailer  in  Oklahoma. 

Elder  Cullimore's  record  of  executive  responsibilities  started  during 
his  mission  in  California  from  1925  to  1927  where  he  was  made  district 
president.  Other  Church  assignments  followed. 

He  was  Timpanogos  Stake  Sunday  School  Superintendent.  Branch 
President  of  Sioux  City,  Iowa,  and  Oklahoma  City  branches  before  being 
made  district  president  in  the  West  Oklahoma  District.  Central  States 
Mission,  a  position  he  held  for  nine  years. 

In  1960,  he  was  sustained  as  the  first  president  of  Oklahoma  State,  a 
position  he  held  for  a  short  period  before  being  called  to  be  president 
of  the  Central  British  Mission  for  two  and  a  half  years. 

Outstanding  in  the  building  programme  during  his  mission  presidency 
was  the  great  effort  made  by  the  branch  and  district  members  to  complete 
the  Merthyr-Tydfil  meeting  house  in  time  for  its  dedication  by  President 
David  O.  McKay,  whose  ancestors  lived  in  that  area  of  England. 

Elder  Cullimore,  a  native  of  Pleasant  Grove,  Utah,  was  born  January 
17,    1906,   a  son   of  Albert   Lorenzo  and   Luella   Keetch  Cullimore. 

He  was  married  in  the  Salt  Lake  Temple  on  June  3.  1931.  to  Grace 
Gardner  of  Spanish  Fork,  Utah.  They  are  the  parents  of  two  daughters. 
Luella  and  Nancy,  and  one  son,  Kelvyn. 

The  new  Assistant  to  the  Council  of  Twelve  graduated  from  the 
Pleasant  Grove  High  School  before  going  to  Brigham  Young  University 
where  he  received  his  B.S.  degree  in  1931.  He  received  a  masters  degree 
at  the  New  York  University  School  of  Retailing. 

During  his  school  career,  he  was  president  of  the  student  body  at 
BYU,  after  serving  a  year  as  senior  class  president.

'TITHE  gospel  is  true,"  said  76  young  South  African  Latter-day  Saints  in 
■*■  their  two-hour  testimony  meeting  on  Easter  Sunday  morning.  They 
spoke  for  the  hundreds  from  all  over  the  mission  who  attended  Youth 
Convention.  Many  more  would  have  spoken,  but  time  was  limited.  Sister 
Snow  was  asked  to  say  a  few  words  at  the  close  of  the  meeting.  She 
began.  "My  heart  is  so  full  I  feel  it  could  burst."  That  was  the  spirit  of 
the  whole  Convention. 

The  testimony  meeting  was  the  spiritual  highlight  of  MIA  Convention 
1%6.  which  began  on  the  evening  of  April  7.  Saints  began  arriving  early 
on  Thursday  the  7th.  and  they  came  from  every  corner  of  the  Mission. 
Even  Salisbury,  in  spite  of  petrol  rationing,  was  well  represented.  Brother 
and  Sister  George  Nel  had  arranged  accommodations  for  those  from  long 
distances.  Once  everyone  had  settled  with  the  kind-hearted  Johannesburg 
saints,  it  was  time  for  the  activities  to  begin.  First  on  the  programme 
was  the  three-act  play  on  Thursday  night. 

THE  PLAY 

""V/'OU  Can't  Take  it  With  You."  was  the  title  and  moral  of  the  delight- 
-■-  ful  comedy  presented  by  the  Transvaal  District.  Under  the  direction 
of  John  Steedman  a  family  of  seemingly  crazy  but  definitely  happy  people 
came  to  life.  Grandpa,  a  businessman  who  stopped  going  to  work  35  years 
ago  because  he  did  not  like  it.  was  played  by  Jan  Lion-Cachet.  Members 
of  his  family  are  Essie  (Sylvia  Milne),  who  dances  around  the  house  all 
day  because  she  enjoys  it.  Penny  (Muriel  Taute).  who  writes  plays  because 
she  received  a  typewriter  in  the  mail  by  mistake;  and  Alice  (Cecelia 
Hutton).  who  is  pretty  and  young  and  normal  in  that  she  goes  to  work 
everyday.  Penny's  husband  Paul  (Kingsley  MacMillan).  makes  and  plays 
with  children's  toys;  Mr.  Depinna  (Val  van  Niekerk),  came  one  day  to 
repair  an  appliance  and  just  stayed  to  make  fireworks  in  the  basement. 
Essie's  husband  Ed  (Erold  Jubber)  is  a  composer  and  printer  who  com- 
poses and  prints  for  the  fun  of  it.  Add  to  these  Kalinkov  (Keith  Chapman) 
the  Russian  ballet  teachers.  Ronald  and  Reba  (Neil  Fourie  and  Yvonne 
Atkins)  the  servants,  and  the  Grand  Duchess  Olga  (Maureen  Vosloo)  and 
it  is  easy  to  understand  why  Alice  is  hesitant  to  introduce  her  boy  friend's 
parents  to  her  family.  Her  boy  friend.  Tony  Kerby  (Ken  Armstrong)  is 
her  boss's  son;  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kerby  (Norman  Calteaux  and  Helen 
McMillan)  are  very  proper  members  of  the  social  elite. 

Alice  and  Tony  try  desperately  and  at  first  disastrously  to  bring  their 
respective  families  together.  The  comedy  situations  resulting  from  these 
attempts  are  both  humorous  and  instructive.  A  bit  of  tax  difficulty  that 
introduces  Inspector  van  der  Merwe  (Arnold  Vosloo).  and  suspicion  of 
espionage  that  introduces  three  additional  inspectors  (John  Hugo.  Richard 
Dalldorf.  and  Alf  McKnight)  all  add  to  the  general  excitement  and  comedy. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Kerby  finally  learn  that  after  all  "you  can't  take  it  with 
you"  and  you  might  as  well  enjoy  life;  and  the  play,  the  players,  and  all 
concerned  with  the  production  received  well-deserved  and  enthusiastic 
applause  from  an  appreciative  audience. 
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LECTURES 


T^RIDAY    morning    saints    at    convention    attended    lectures    on    drama. 
-*-     "the  place  of  colour  in  your  life,"  and  personal  success. 

"Drama  should  be  fun,"  began  Elder  Roger  Moore's  presentation  ot 
the  basic  skills  of  producing  a  play  for  the  MIA.  Emphasizing  the  role 
of  drama  in  the  MIA,  Elder  Moore  quoted  President  McKay,  "The  drama 
is  a  very  important  phase  of  the  MIA.  It  is  entertaining,  contributes  to 
social  refinement  and  to  educational  development.  It  should  create  a  taste 
for  the  best  and  higher  in  literature  and  in  life."  Elder  Moore  then  offered 
suggestions  on  selecting  a  play,  arrangements  for  production,  and  actual 
production.  He  emphasized  the  importance  of  careful  pre-rehearsal  plan- 
ning and  co-ordinating  actions  with  speech.  He  then  demonstrated  by 
performing  a  scene  from  Shakespeare  first  the  wrong  way  and  then,  the 
right  way. 

Colour  can  affect  people  in  the  most  unsuspected  ways.  Ken  Arm- 
strong pointed  out  some  of  these  ways  in  another  of  the  Friday  morning 
lectures.  Colour,  for  example,  can  affect  your  appetite,  your  disposition 
and  your  mood.  A  dinner  party  lighted  with  the  wrong  colour  of  coloured 
lights  can  ruin  the  appetites  of  the  guests.  A  home  painted  the  wrong  colour 
can  affect  the  mood  and  disposition  of  those  living  in  it  in  such  a  way 
to  cause  disagreements  and  argument.  The  right  colours,  on  the  other 
hand,  have  the  opposite  effects.  The  colour  of  clothing  should  correspond 
to  complexion,  personality,  and  the  occasion.  Ken  pointed  out  that  an 
awareness  of  colour  can  make  life  more  enjoyable  and  more  happy. 

Johann  Brummer  talked  about  a  five  step  approach  to  success  in  a 
career  and  in  life.  The  first  step  is,  "Act  and  look  the  part."  If  a  young 
person  desires  a  quality,  he  should  act  as  if  he  had  it.  If  he  wants  self- 
confidence,  he  should  act  as  if  he  were  self-confident.  If  he  wants  success, 
he  should  act  as  if  he  were  successful.  Appearance  also  plays  a  key  role 
in  success.  A  young  person  desiring  to  be  a  bank  executive  should  look 
like  a  bank  executive.  Everyone  working  for  success  should  be  aware  of 
appearance.  They  should  wear  the  best  clothes  they  can  afford,  and  the 
clothes  should  be  cleaned  and  pressed.  Good  posture  and  good  manners 
are  also  essential. 

"Don't  sell  an  empty  box,"  is  Brother  Brummer's  second  suggestion. 
Be  prepared  to  do  something  worthwhile.  Appearance  is  important,  but 
without  preparation  it  is  as  worthless  as  an  empty  box.  "Get  in  step 
with  people,"  is  Brother  Brummer's  next  admonition.  Learn  to  fit  in  with 
their  needs  and  convenience.  "Don't  hide"  is  step  number  four.  Do  a  good 
job  of  whatever  is  asked,  and  do  a  good  job  because  of  a  desire  to  serve 
not  because  of  a  desire  for  personal  gain.  Take  the  initiative  and  do 
things  that  need  doing.  Do  not  wait  to  be  asked.  The  final  thing  that 
Brother  Brummer  suggested  is  "guard  your  tongue."  Use  language  properly 
and  beware  of  slang.  Be  honest  and  candid,  but  do  not  slight  others.

Mental  growth  comes  only  from 
many  long  years  of  study.  Spiritual  growth  comes  only  from  years  of 
work,  prayer,  and  service.  To  stop  working  means  to  stop  growing.  A 
new  member  of  the  Church  has  a  testimony.  After  five  years  he  has  a 
stronger  testimony,  but  he  never  reaches  a  point  that  he  cannot  grow 
some  more. 

The  young  ladies  put  questions  in  a  box  and  the  questions  were 
discussed  by  a  panel.  The  questions  concerned  dating,  proper  attire  and 
other  topics  of  interest  to  young  people. 

SUNDAY  AFTERNOON 

\  FTER  the  priesthood  meeting  and  the  question  box,  the  testimony 
-£*■  meeting  was  held. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Sunday  afternoon  meeting.  Superintendent 
Milne  gave  thanks  to  many  of  those  who  had  helped  make  Convention  a 
success.  He  thanked  President  and  Sister  Snow  for  their  help,  co-operation 
and  advice.  Others  he  thanked  were  Brother  and  Sister  Osman  for  taking 
charge  of  all  the  meals  served  (over  3200),  Johann  Brummer  for  taking 
charge  of  the  cantata,  John  Steedman  for  producing  the  play.  Brother  and 
Sister  George  Nel  for  arranging  accommodations.  Ramah  First  and  Sec- 
ond branches  for  the  use  of  the  chapel,  Ben  de  Wet  and  the  Transvaal 
District  for  their  help  and  co-operation  in  making  arrangements  and 
solving  problems,  and  Dave  Cockrell  for  handling  the  sound. 

President  Snow  then  presented  MIA  awards  to  young  people  who 
had  earned  them.  A  number  of  YWMIA  awards  were  presented,  but  there 
were  still  many  awards  that  had  not  arrived  that  could  not  be  presented 
at  Convention.  A  Liahona  award  was  presented  to  George  Wilson  of 
Durban.  The  Liahona  award  is  the  highest  Vanguard  award,  and  George 
is  probably  the  first  one  in  South  Africa  to  receive  it.  In,  addition  to 
these  awards  a  number  of  five,  ten  and  fifteen  year  service  pins  were 
awarded.  A  twenty-five  year  service  pin  was  awarded  to  Sister  Theo 
Cherrett. 

Winners  of  Convention  competitions  were  announced  following  the 
awards  presentations.  The  senior  poster  competition  was  won  by  Maureen 
de  Wet  of  Durban.

A     GOOD   name   is   rather  to   be  chosen   than   great   riches,  and   loving 
**■  favour  rather  than  silver  and  gold. 

Thinking  of  a  name  in  a  grammatical  sense,  it  is  only  a  few  letters 
put  together.  But  when  we  think  of  it  in  a  deeper  sense,  like  mentioned  in 
proverbs,  it  becomes  an  identification  of  one's  character.  Let  is  be  said  of 
us  that  we  are  people  whose  love  makes  imporant  the  unwanted  and  whose 
inspiration   moves  the  "satisfied"  to  seek  the  heights.

Remember  —  your  name  and  what  it  stands  for  is  an  advertisement  of 
your  character. 

I  would  like  to  liken  a  good  name  unto  honey.  Think  of  its  sweetness 
and  its  clarity.  So,  let  people  when  they  hear  your  name  think  of  your 
sweet  spirit  and  your  clear,  unspotted  character. 

Let  us  not  spend  all  our  time  participating  in  worldly  pleasures  and 
gathering  worldly  treasures,  because  we  will  only  end  up  with  silver  and 
gold  —  but  rather  seek  humility,  tactfulness,  spirituality,  kindness,  friendli- 
ness, virtue,  chastity,  love,  patience,  godhood,  and  high  standards,  for  then 
we  will  obtain  loving  favour.

The  flower  by  the  roadside  that  catches  the  dust  of  every  traveller,  is  not 
the  one  to  be  admired,  and  seldom  if  ever  plucked.  But  the  one  blooming 
away  on  the  hillside,  protected  by  the  cliff,  is  the  one  that  just  about  every 
boy  or  girl  will  risk  their  life  to  possess." 

Now  the  tools  we  need  to  acquire  a  good  name  and  loving  favour 
are  well  summed  up  in  these  few  words:    Promise  Yourself: 

To  make  all  your  friends  feel  that  there  is  some  good  in  them.

To  be  just  as  enthusiastic  about  the  success  of  others  as  you  are  about 

your  own.
